A BIG ATTENDANCE YESTERDAY. 


Today for San B ernardino—A Good 
Prefcram m e— What Visitors 
Say of the F air. 


The Pomona people turnad out in 
large num bers yesterday to celebrate 
their “ day” at the citrus fair. 
About 
COO of them came up in special excur­ 
sions from Pomona and Nor.h Pomona. 
The ladies were sent up from the depot 
in a long procession of ’buses, and the 
band marched up playing at the bead of 
a considerable procession. 
The pavilion 
was well filled during the morning, and 
iu the afternoon there was a crowd of 
2,000 in attendance, filling the m ain floor 
and both the gallerieB. 
During 
the afternoon the Pomona 
Band occupied the pagoda and gave a 
promenade 
concert. The Pomonaites 
are more fortunate than the residents of 
the average small city in having a band 
which plays good music and plays it 
extra well. 
At three o’clock the Choral 
Union of Pomona, an organization of 
about sixty ladies and gentlem en, sang 
a couple of selections. 
They showed 
good training and their work was re­ 
ceived with much applause. 
Just before the Choral Union sang, 
J . D. Brown, of Pomona, made a short 
speech about tho fair and the exhibit 
wnich his district had sent. 
He ex­ 
plained that the people of Pomona were 
not particularly disappointed at their 
failure to get away with the premiums. 
Theirs was a new orange district, he 
said, which had been in bearing only a 
short time and could not hope to com­ 
pete with success against the older and 
more experienced sections of San Ber­ 
nardino county.

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GEN. BuYCE’S DEFENSE. 


He Tells the Story of That 
Article and $50. 


THE DEFENSE ABOUT ALL IN. 


The Cast Will Go to the Jury Today 
and May Not Be Decided Before 
the Sabbath Sun is Up. 


Yesterday morning when court as 
sembled, O. A. Stevens, formerly city 
editor of the Tribune, again took the 
stand to tell what further he knew 
about the Savage scandal, and the pay­ 
ment of money to General Boyce to keep 
it out of the paper. 
The note alleged to have been written 
to Savage by Boyce in September was 
shown to the witness. It read as fol­ 
lows: 
"M y Dear J udge—lam very short this 
afternoon. Can you send at least $50 in 
coin?" 
It was without date or signature. The 
witness was asked if that was in the 
handwriting of Boyce. The defense ad­ 
mitted that such was the case. Here 
the prosecution turned the ex-city editor 
over for cross-examination, in which 
these facts substantially were elicited : 
"I was directed by Mr. Boyce to obtain 
facts." The defense then attempted to 
prove that the witness left the Tribune 
office because, being a personal friend of 
the constable of Savage’s court, he re 
fused to investigate the story about 
Bavage. 
Objections were made and sustained. 
The witness was then asked to again 
state how and when he first heard of the 
matter. 
He said : General Boyce came to me 
and asked me if I had not heard that 
Savage had been frequenting houses of 
prostitution where he had contracted a 
disease, and that a domestic trouble was 
pending. I replied that I had heard 
numerous remarks to that effect. It was 
a public rumor that Judge Savage was 
compelled to get Judge King to preside 
for him, and that Savage spent several 
weeks at Santa Monica, unable to attend 
to his judicial business owing to sickness 
brought on as above stated. I said in 
conversation with General Boyce that 
Savage waB unfit to preside as a judge. 
In a conversation with Gen. Boyce in 
regard to the publication I replied that 
this story, as he had detailed it to me, 
would not be fit to publish in the Tribune. 
He replied “Certainly not," that it was 
a disgraceful thing and should be investi­ 
gated. The substance of the conversa­ 
tion was that Savage was elected as 
Township Justice by the Republican 
party, and that the Tribune had assisted 
materially in putting him in office, and 
that Savage should be apprised of the 
facts, not only for the benefit of the party, 
but of the young man himself that be 
might amend his ways. 
Re-direct—When I was told to in­ 
vestigate the facts, I did so with the 
understanding that it was not for pub­ 
lication, but for Gen. Boyce. I saw 
Johnston and told him the substance of 
the story. Johnston asked me not to do 
anything until he could bring Savage to 
the Tribune office. I promised to do so. 
and reported to Boyce, who appeared 
satisfied with what I had done. 
It was Gen. Boyce who made the state 
ment that Savage was suffering from a 
disease and was unable to preside in hie 
court, and that Judge King was sitting 
for him. I replied that I was aware of 
the fact; that it was a matter of public 
notoriety. 
Here J. H. Mellette was put on. He 
Baid: I am a clerk of Judge Savage’s 
court. 
He was shown a purported copy of a 
letter and check sent to Gen. Boyce by 
Judge Savage, dated September 5, 1889. 
Witness stated that he had delivered the 
original. 
The State then requested counsel for 
the defendant to produce the original. 
Mr.Fitzgerald denied having the original, 
and turning to his client asked him if he 
had them. 
General Boyce—I have not. 
The witneBB then stated that he war* 
present when the copy was made; that 
it was written by Savage, and that he 
took the copy and placed it in hie desk 
He went to the Tribune office with the 
original and handed the letter to General 
Boyce, who tore ouen the envelope, tot.k 
out the check and proceeded to read the 
letter. The witness left before he had 
finished reading the letter. 
The letter was then admitted in evi­ 
dence, and is as follows: 
"Los Angeles, 8ept. 5, 1889. 
UH. H. Boyce, Esq.: 
"D ear Sir—1 am at present very sick, 
and lay ing cif at Santa Monica by the 
advice of my physician, ho I write to you 
instead of calling. I have been since I 
saw you last very hard pressed indeed in 
financial respects, and, without entering 
into reasons or particulars, will simply 
say that 1 never have been so hard up in 
my life before. I expect things to ease 
up shortly, but io the meantime the best 
I can poshibly do is to give you small in­ 
stallments from time to time as I can af 
ford Ú, or rather spare it. I send you a 
check for $25, which makes $75, leaving 
a balance of $175. I am in hopes of 
soon being able to close the whole thing 
as I am very anxious to have it, once for 
all, off my hands, and, were it possible, 
would make this check large enough to 
attain that end. As it is, the best I can 
do is to do the best I can. Yours, etc., 
" T h e o d o r e 8 a v a g k ." 
Cross-examined—Mellette said that 
there were two men in the Tribune 
office when he delivered the letter to 
General Boyce. He did not know who 
they were. He said to Boyce: "Here is 
a letter from Judge Savage." It was on 
September 5th. 
Deputy Constable J. A. Johnston—I 
had a conversation with O. A. Stevens, 
city editor of the Tribune, last August 
just outside of the court room in the 
Downey block He came out of the court 
room and I met him at the door. He 
asked witness where Savage waB. He 
asked what witness knew about some 
domestic trouble in Judge Savage’s 
family. He then asked what he knew 
about a disease that Judge Savage had 
contracted. He then said that he had 
been detailed by General Boyce to get 
the facts. He left, but soon after he 
called through the telephone and said 
that lie had got the facts and was going 
to write them up Witness Johnston re­ 
plied that it was not giving Judge Savage 
a fair show and asked him to hold off 
until witness could see Savage. He con­ 
sented and Johnston hitched up and went 
to Santa Monica and informed Judge 
Navaga of the facts. 
Both men went to the Tribune office 
where Johnston left Savage with Boyce, 
Here the 8tate rested. 
O.i A. 8tevens called for the defense, 
He éaid: "I know Theo. Savage. In 
the faonth of August last 1 had a couver 


sation with him two days after his call 
at the office. It was on First street. At 
that time he told me what took place be­ 
tween him and General Boyce. I said I 
had been told he paid money to suppress 
the story. He said he had. I said it is 
a mere blackmailing scheme. He said 
no. It was put in such a way that the 
statute could not apply. The Tribune 
did not want the story. He had not 
paid the money to keep it out of that 
paper, but to keep the storv out of other 
papers. Boyce thought if the money 
was paid he could keep the story out of 
other papers. 
"Savage did not make the statement 
that no threats were used. He said this 
in a negative way. The substance of the 
statement was that no threats were made 
to publish it in the Tribune, but that the 
money was to keep the story out of other 
papers. 
"I had been city editor of the Tribune, 
but at this date I think I had left the 
paper." 
W. L. Price was called. He said : "I 
have been manager of the advertising 
department of the Tribune for two years. 
1 know Theo Savage well. We are inti­ 
mate. On February 27th I had a con­ 
versation with him on the corner of New 
High and Franklin atree’s. We went to 
Reid’s saloon, into a private room, about 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. He asked me 
to go and get a drink, and as we started 
out he said, ‘Come in here’ (to the pri­ 
vate room). We had another drink. 
He said ‘I want you to take a message 
to General Boyce. I am a candidate for 
re-election, and if he will not oppose me 
in the convention I will not push this 
case.’ He did not have anything to do 
with the case before the Grand Jury 
and said he told that body there was 
nothing to bring an indictment on ; that 
others were behind him pushing the 
case." 
On cross-examination Price said: "I 
first told this story to General Boyce a 
few moments after it took place. The 
statements now made by me are substan­ 
tially correct." 
H. H. Boyce was next put on in his own 
behalf. He stated that he had been 
here nearly ten years. "This case began 
thus," he said : "The first I knew of it 
was by the statements brought to my 
office to the effect that Savage was not 
presiding; he was at Santa Monies, and 
another was in his place; that he was 
sick through dissipation. I told the city 
editor to investigate the facts. He told 
me what he learned. 
There was no 
question of any family affairs; toe in­ 
quiry was about his conduct in office. 
The same day, in the evening, a person 
named Johnston, constable in the court 
of Sivags, came to my office. Mr. 
Savage came to the office late in the 
evening. 
He said 'I suppose you 
are mad at me?’ 
I said, *No.’ He 
said ‘the boys have it in for me because 
I did not keep my agreement.’ I told 
him ‘no,’ and that the article he had in 
mind was not to zo into the paper. I 
told him the details of the story I had. 
In this conversation I made no mention 
of his family, but only of public affaire. 
Í bad previously given directions to my 
employees not to publish any matter 
about his family. 
Savage told me the 
story would ruin him in his family and 
other relations. I told him the story 
would uot appear in the Tribune. 
That 
was about all that occurred that night. 
There was nothing said about money. 
He did not mention it; I did not. It 
was late, and I was busy. He wanted 
the story suppressed, and I asked him to 
come next day and I would see what 
coaid be done. As he went away he ex­ 
pressed gratitude to me, and said he had 
been a little fast, but that be was ac­ 
cused of maDy things he had not done. 
Next day he came again. He was anx­ 
ious that the other papers Bhould not get 
hold of the story. This was all we had 
any conversation on. I eaid to him that 
we would not publish the storv, and that 
probably I could prevent others from 
publishing it. I told him we would 
not give the facts to others. 
He then 
went on to speak o.f the agreement he 
had confessed not to have kept. He 
said he had intended to do bo, but was 
unable. This was about paying his elec­ 
tion debts in the paper. I toid him we 
were in need of money; that we had 
stock for sale; that Mr. Payne bad the 
stock; that many people were taking 
stock of their own free will, others on 
our solicitation. Mr. Savege was asked 
t j take $500 of the stuck. I asked him 
to do so. He said be could not handle 
more than $259. He would pay up in 
installments. After this he alluded to 
rhis matter of his own free will. I do 
not know that I ever spoke of it first. 
At the time of discussing the article he 
referred to thie agreement of himself, 
and said h • would eee what he could do. 
He went out and came back with $50 to 
apply to this agreement. 
Subsequent 
to this we have had communication on 
thin; sometimes I telephoned to him, 
other times 1 sent notes to him. Once, 
when in San Francisco, I eenc to Payne 
to see Savage. The stock was charged 
to him in the same way as to others who 
had promised 
to 
pay but had 
not 
paid. 
A 
memorandum was 
made as 
to 
the 
amount, and 
opposite his name. I kept a memoran­ 
dum myself. The money was turned in 
and ciedited to me. A memorandum 
was made and opposite this the name. 
The entry was not made in the books 
unless it was company stock and was 
fully paid for and issued. When the $50 
wab paid by Savage a memorandum was 
made with Savage’s name attached. My 
common practice was in ca^e of an agree­ 
ment to take r-tock to make such a note, 
the number of shares and the amount; 
the payments were noted, and when the 
stock wan all paid for it was issued. The 
money, $50, paid me by Savage in August 
was in payment uf what he owed us, $250 
for the stock. I paid that $50 to the 
company. It is credited in the company’s 
books. There was nothing said about 
money matters until the second day, 
when he called at noon, and after all bad 
been settled up satisfactorily to him, that, 
we would not publish the story. I had 
told him from the beginning that we 
would not publish the btory. The monev 
had nothing to do in influencing me to 
k*-ep the story out. I never made use of 
any threatening language to Mr. Savage 
to extort money, nor to any one else." 
Savage’s letter and check were 
shown 
to 
Gen. Boyce. He said 
he never had seen Mellette until he saw 
him here in court. He never had re­ 
ceived any such letter from Savage, nor 
had any such check ever reached bis 
bands. 
"I don’t think I was in Los Angeles on 
the 5th of September." 
(That was the day the check is alleged 
to have been sent). 
W T. Williams was put on after the 
cross-examination of Gen. Boyce, to tell 
uf the conversation he had with Savage 
on Court street. In the crosB-examina- 
tion of Savage on Thursday a good deal 
was said about this, and Savage denied 
that the conversation took placeas Judge 
Fitzgerald put it. Williams’s story is 
substantially as Fitzgerald stated it. 
It waa to the effect that Savage told Wil­ 
liams that he was sorry he ever went into 
this case; that be did so unwillingly at 
driving of others, that he wanted to 
succeed himself in office,and that if Boyce 
would promise not to oppose him at the 


Republican convention he would not 
Pie*!uth.e c,“n' Th# ,torJ »• » good deal 
like that of Pnce. 
This abont ends the testimony. There 
will be seme rebuttal today. Then 
the case will be argued and given the 
jury, who are likely to stay in the jury 
room while the Sabbath bells are ring­ 
ing tomorrow.

That the petition of W. L. Cleveland 
asking that he be allowed to remove 
earth from the intersection of Soto and 
Brooklyn avenue be granted, provided 
the work be done under the supervision 
of the Street Superintendent. 
That an exteneion of time be granted 
the following contractors : Frank Chino 
worth, ten days on Flower street and 
thirty days on San Pedro street; D. F. 
Donegan, assignee of H. C. Register, 
thirty days on Bellevue avenue. 
That the protest of Sfimeon Bros, et 
al. against the proposed paving of $an 
Fernando street and Alameda street be­ 
tween San Francisco street and Ann 
street be granted, as the majority of the 
frontage is represented. 
That the vote by which ordinance No. 
580 was adopted be reconsidered, and an­

which has now becom e a law declared it 
unlawful for any C hinese to locate, re­ 
side, or carry on business w ithin th e 
city lim its, except in th e district desig­ 
nated. 
The ordinance requires th e re­ 
moval of all C hinese to th is d istrict 
w ithin sixty days, and declares a failure 
to com ply w ith th e provision a m isd e­ 
m eanor, punishable by im prisonm ent 
not exceeding six m onths.

here by th e C herokee boom ers w ith 
great joy.

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THE FRUIT-GROWERS. 


Grapes, Small Fruits and 
Vines Discussed. 


TWO MEMORIALS TO CONGRESS. 


Santa C m S elteted for th e Next 
M eeting P lace—The C losing 
, Session. 


The State Fruit Growers’ Convention 
m et in the Los Angeles theater yester­ 
day morning at 9:30 o’clock, Mr. L. W. 
Buck in the chair. The following reso­ 
lutions were unanimously adopted: 
W h e r e a s , We are Californians and 
our fruits are recognized in all the lead­ 
ing markets of the United States as 
superior 
to 
the imported 
varieties, 
especially 
in 
the matter of prunes. 
Therefore be it 
Revived, That we, 
the 8tate fruit 
growers in convention assembled urgently 
recommend that the fruit growers and 
shippers, packers and all others inter­ 
ested in the prune to drop the name of 
French prune or any other foreign name 
and call them the California prune. 
W h e r e a s , The present high rate o f 
freight to the East on California pro­ 
ducts, classed as commodities, is in a 
large measure due to the fourth and fifth 
sections of the Interstate Commerce law, 
known as the long and short haul clause. 
W h e r e a s , The traffic managers of the 
yarions transcontinental roads signify 
their willingness to grant relief by the 
proper adjustm ent of east-bouad tariff 
on 
our commodities, namely, fruits, 
green, dried and cured, provided this ob­ 
jectionable clause be repealed. 
W h e r e a s , A bill is now pending be­ 
fore CoDgress asking the repeal of the 
long and short haul clause of the Inter­ 
state Commerce law, therefore be it 
Resolved, T hat this convention peti­ 
tion Congress and earnestly request the 
repeal of said long and short haul clause, 
thereby 
placing our transcontinental 
roads in a position to grant the relief 
prayed for, nam ely: lower freight rates 
on California products in carload lots to 
the East. 
An essay on table grapes by R B. 
Blowers, of Woodland, was read by Mr. 
Rice. The writer said: 
My subject, 
“ Table Grapes,” is a very large one, and 
in order to trespass as little as possible 
on your tim e, I will treat the Bubject 
from the standpoint of shipping grapes 
for the Eastern market. 
There are several things necessary to 
consider if we desire success in this line 
of horticulture. We m ust grow the par­ 
ticular varieties that have keeping quali 
ties and have also an attractive appear­ 
ance sufficient to make them successful 
as a market fruit. Flavor is the next 
consideration. 
After having arrived in 
the Eastern m arkets in fine condition 
and sold on their good looks, their eating 
quality should be so excellent as to 
create a demand for more. In order to 
produce all of these results a proper 
■election of climate, soil and varieties of 
grapes mnst be made and the grower 
must keep in view all the conditions 
necessary to success. 
A deep, rich, 
sandy, clayey loam, well underdrained, 
and a warm, dry climate eeem to fill the 
conditions. 
Pruning m ust be in accord­ 
a n t *ith the habits of the vine. 
Over­ 
bearing m ust be avoided, as color is ab 
■olutely required and is only obtained in 
perfection when the proper balance is 
kept between leaves and fruii. Color, 
keeping quality and flavor all go to­ 
gether, and the treatm ent of soil and 
vine producing one, all things being 
equal, produces the others. Irrigation in 
winter, when winter rains are light, and 
June or early July irrigation, supplies 
the proper conditions,because a vigorous 
growth of vine daring the spring and 
early summer exhausts the moisture 
rapidly from the Boil. 
If the grower will carefully go over his 
Tokays (I speak of them as they fre­ 
quently lack color, and are the moBt im­ 
portant variety), after the berries are set 
and half as large as a shelled pea, and 
thin oat by cutting away branches likely 
to interfere with each other, and espe­ 
cially cutting off the leaves one-third of 
very larga bunches, he will have nearly 
as many pounds of grapes suitable to 
ship, and a larger, better colored and 
more profitable crop. 
Several 
early 
kinds are used, of which the Chasselas, 
Fontainbleu and Sweetwater take the 
lead. Heavy shipments are not made 
until Tokays and Muscats are ripe. The 
Tokay is by far the most popular grape. 
The Muscat is not much called for east 
of Chicago. The Cornichon and Blacx 
Morocco are in good dem and and have 
good carrying qualities. The latter, like 
the Em peror, must be pruned long, as 
the 
first 
and 
second 
buds rarely 
produce first crop bunches. 
The E m ­ 
peror, like the Tokay, ie a favorite 
In m arket, but doe9 not fruit over as ex­ 
tensive a range as the latter, being a shy 
bearer in many places, and never as 
heavy a producer as the Tokay, but is a 
better keeper than all others except the 
Almaria. The past season carloads were 
■hipped from Tolo connty, after having 
been exposed to five or six inches of rain, 
to Chicago and New York, selling in the 
last named city at auction to average 
ever $6 per double crate. The Almeria 
is imported in very large quantities from 
Spain, and is a favorite, on account of its 
keeping qualities, in all of the Eastern 
markets. 
It is a shy bearer in Yolo, 
where I have grown it for twenty-five 
years. It should be tried in all sections 
of California, and if the proper location is 
found, where it will produce equal to 
Almeria, it will be a very fortunate acqui­ 
sition to that locality. The proper m eth­ 
ods of picking and packing are of the 
greatest importance. 
Grapes should be 
picked after the dew is off the vines. The 
picker should cut the stem with a sharp 
knife, holding it with the other hand, and 
carefully place it in the picking box stem 
upward, filling the box only about three- 
fourths full. The grapes should not be 
exposed to the light or heat of the sun, 
but should be hauled as Boon and as care­ 
fully as possible to the packing room, 
and there stacked up in such a manner 
as to give complete ventilation. 
They 
should 
remain there twenty four 
hoars. 
Then 
it 
will 
be 
found 
that the stems are wilted BDd flexible 
and they can then be handled softly with­ 
out breaking the skin at its intersection 
with the stem. 
The 
packiug room 
should be light; the clippers arranged on 
one side of a long table or tables, tne 
packers on the other. The clippers take 
each bunch by the stem , carefully cut 
off all imperfect or unripe grapes, then 
carefully lay it on 
the table. 
The 
bunches should be m utilated as little ad 
possible. Then the packer, using a form 
with movable bottom, places the largest 
bunches in the form, filling the top and 
covers with sm aller bunches, then places 
the basket on the form, pulls the form 
E 
artially off the table, placsB the right 
and nnder the form,tbs left on the bas­ 
ket, raises the movable form until the 
grapes are in the basket, turns the left 
hand down and tha right hand np, then 
places the thumbs on the movable bot­ 


tom, and with a slight pressure removes 
the form with the fingers. 
This leaves 
the grapes properly adjusted in the bas­ 
ket. 
The attendant placee fonr baskets 
in the bottom of the double crate, then 
■tacks them (the crates) up as high as 
convenient, and placee in a cool room 
an 
equal 
amount 
of 
packed bas­ 
kets for further curing. 
When the 
shipm ent is 
nearly done the crates 
are filled and nailed. 
By this time 
the stem s are sufficiently cured to per­ 
m it enough overweight to equal the 
evaporation in traneit, so that the con­ 
sum er can have five pounds net per bas­ 
ket. There should be from four to eight 
ounces overweight in each basket, as 
forty pounds net ie the approved weight 
in m arket. If the packer is found sending 
good, fall weight it is remembered by 
dealers. The reverse is also found true. 
As near a uniformity as possible for each 
m arket is desirable, and in no case send 
poor fruits to Eastern markets. 
Handle 
by stem in all cases where possible, and 
thus retain the bloom, as in this manner 
alone will the m arket and keeping qual­ 
ity be retained. 
Carry to the car in a 
spring wagon or its equal—a heavy 
wagon with a foot of straw in the bed. 
Have a heavy cover over the crates in 
transit to the cars. 
Do not pile the 
crates upon an open platform exposed to 
the heat of the sun. 
A disregard of 
these small points many times forbids 
success. 
The next paper, on “ Pruning Raisin 
Vines,” by Gustav Eisen, of Fresno, was 
very interesting, and contained consid­ 
erable valuable information. In it he 
said pruning was necqssarv: 
First, 
to prevent 
the 
v in e' 
getting 
out 
out of shape; second, to prevent over­ 
bearing; third, to give larger grapes; 
fourth, to keep the vines healthy ; fifth, 
to produce ae sweet grapes as possible. 
The Muscat vine has a tendency to throw 
out branches from the end buds only, no 
m atter how long is the spur left—it is a 
real climbing vine. The closer the Mus­ 
cat vine is pruned the easier it is to keep 
it in shape. 
The number of eyes to bs 
left should be limited to two, including 
the inner eyes at the junction of the 
trunk and last year’s bud. 
Early prun­ 
ing is to be favored. The proper way 
to prevent bleeding is to prune before the 
sap is started. Generally too many spurs 
are left on young vines, too few again on 
older vines. The lower the grapes, the 
larger and sweeter they are. To pro­ 
duce large and sweet grapes, prune short 
and prune low. 
“ Culture of Small Fruits” was the sub- 
jeot *reated in D. Edson Sm ith’s paper. 
He treatsd the strawberry, raspberry and 
blackberry, and in the course of his re­ 
marks said : 
The most profitable raspberry that I 
have bred is what is known as the New 
Rochelle. 
This berry is exceedingly 
hardy and vigorous in its growth of 
cane, and is a very prolific bearer. 
The 
fruit is much firmer than most of the red 
varieties, and will bear shipm ent well. 
Its quality is somewhat inferior, but its 
earliness more than compensates for 
this. 
Of the varieties of blackberries, I 
am now setting out only the Crandall. 
It is a strong, vigorous, hardy plant, 
very productive of firm, handsome ber­ 
ries, fruits over a longer season than any 
other variety, and the vines will not 
run all over your place. If I was setting 
out a piece of ground entirely to these 
bsrriee, I would have the rows from ten 
to twelve feet apart, and the plants four 
feet apart in the row. 
It pays to have a 
good wet soil for these fruits, and then 
have the soil put in the best condition 
before settiug out the plants. 
Plow 
deeply and harrow thoroughly several 
timer, before setting out. 
Lastly, open a 
trench with your plow whore the row is 
to be, twenty inches deep. 
Go along 
with a basket of plant*5, a four-feet lath 
and a shovel, and set a plant in this 
trench every four feet, aud pull the dirt 
around i- with the shovel. Aim in pre­ 
paring the ground with 
plow 
and 
smoother to leave it dishing each way 
towards the row of young plants, so that 
irrigating water turned in at the upper 
end will run along the row of plants, as 
in a trough. 
Aim to have the ground 
around the set plants a few inches below 
the general level of the land. 
After the 
plants are all set in a row, go along with 
a rake, if there are but a few plants, or 
with a horse hoe if there are many, and 
fill in the trench between the plants. 
If 
the ground is dry, or if there is no rain 
soon after setting out the plants, irrigat­ 
ing water should be turned down the 
row, or at least a quart or two of water 
poured round each plant. 
Then before 
the soil hardens stir it well with the cul­ 
tivator and hoe. All future care resolves 
itself into frequent waterings and fre­ 
quent stirrings of the soil. Allow no 
weeds to appear, and keep three inches 
of surface soil well loosened with the 
horse and hand hoes. 
These small 
fruits require frequent waterings, espe­ 
cially w en forming fruit and during the 
fruiting season. 
Papers on walnut culture by A. Dor­ 
man, of Rivera, and Felix Gillett, of 
Nevada City, were read. 
Mr. Gillett 
advocated the planting of the hardier 
varieties of the walnut, and gave the 
names of a number of imported kinds 
which he advised to be selected for cnl 
tivation here instead of the common wal­ 
nut now grown. 


A fternoon Session. 
The first paper read at the afternoon 
session was on the “ Mysterious Vine 
Disease,” by Newton B. Pierce, of Wash­ 
ington, D. C. The paper gave a history 
of the disease, together with its descrip­ 
tion, and also described other diseases of 
the vine which had points of resemblance 
to it. The paper closed by saying that a s 
yet no remedy had been discovered for 
its successful treatment. 
“ Tariff on Fruits” was learnedly dis­ 
cussed by Albert F. Kercheval of this 
city, and at the close of his remarks the 
following memorial to the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States was offered by Judge Aiken : 
You memorialists, the fruit growers of 
the State of California assembled at Los 
Angeles, this 14th day of March, 1890, 
most respectfully represent that they are 
engaged in raising fruit in California for 
consumption in the United States in 
competition with foreign 
fruits. 
The 
soil and climate of this State are adapted 
to the succassful production and prepara­ 
tion f r market of green and dried frnits 
of excellent quality and in quantities suf­ 
ficient in amount to supply at an early 
day the demand for such fruits in the 
United States. The competition how­ 
ever with foreign frnita raised and pre­ 
pared 
with 
cheap 
foreign 
labor 
has 
become 
so 
close 
that 
the 
present 
duty 
of 
twenty-five 
cents 
per box upon oranges, and one cent per 
pound 
upon 
prunes, has in reality 
ceased to protect these great industries 
from such disastrous competition. 
Your 
memorialists, therefore, respectfully and 
earnestly request that the duty cn or­ 
anges be increased to 25 cents par cubic 
foot, or 62)4 cents per box, and tha duty 
on prunes to 2 cents per pound. 
The memorial was adopted. 
The committee on legislation reported 
that as the subject submitted to its con­ 
sideration was most im portant, and as 
the tim e had been limited for its discus- 
cnssion, it recommended that a perma­ 
nent committee oí five bo appointed to 


advise with the bit ate Board of Horticul­ 
ture and report at the next meeting. 
Adopted. 
President Cooper then announced that 
the selection of the next place of m eet­ 
ing wae in order, and stated that Mr. 
McDonald had mentioned that Santa 
Rosa would be glad to welcome the fruit 
growers next fall. 
Judge Aiken moved that Saota Cruz 
bs selected as the place of meeting, and 
urged the advantages of that locality. 
E. W. Maslin moved that Marysville 
be selected,and a ballot was then taken. 
As the ballot proceeded it became evi­ 
dent that Ssnta Cruz would win by a 
round m ajority, and Mr. Maalin moved 
that Santa Cruz be chosen unanimously. 
Carried. 
Votes of thanks were tendered to the 
Cham ber of Commerce, the Pasadena 
Board of Trade, the press of Los An­ 
geles. the managers of the citrus fair, 
the Southern Pacific Railroad C rapany, 
the president and F. C. Miles. 
A memorial asking Congress to appro­ 
priate money to defray the expenses of 
procuring enemies to the scale was read 
and adopted. 
The newspapers throughout the State 
were requested to notice the fact that a 
testimonial is being made up for Albert 
Keobele, who brought the vedolia cardi­ 
n al^ to this country and lost hiH health 
in consequence of the hardships he 
underwent in Australia. All contribu­ 
tions Bhould be sent to the State Board of 
Horticulture at Sun Francisco. 
The convention then adjourned sine 
die.

The 
question which interests every fruit man 
is, what pump will throw the steadiest 
and strongest spray with the least exer­ 
tion of labor. 
Tne answer is that the

Part of the latter 
is filled with compressed air, forced in 
by the pump, and the rest with the fluid 
which is to be sprayed.

In Nervous Asthma there is 
very little expectoration of any kind. Hay 
Fever always begins as a crying co.d !'■ the 
head or influenza, and a clear water runs from 
the nose aud tho eyee before the Asthma fit 
come* on Jo Kmphyeema the expectoration is 
generally thick, aud 
continues so in the 
intcrva’ between the fits, while the shortness 
of breath is incrcnsed on the slightest exertion. 
It is a foolish conceit of m any pe >ple to 
believe th at if they have Asthma they cannot 
get Consum ption. T he truth is he very op­ 
posite. They are m ore liable to fall into Con­ 
sum ption because they have Asthma Another 
idea is th at Astbma itselt is not a dangerous 
disease, aud yet the published billa oí mortality 
for ibis city prove to all who read them that 
great num bers lose th eir lives every year by 
ihis foul destroyer of our homes.
